Dr. Philip A. Tumulty, profes- 
sor and head of the department 
of internal medicine at St. Louis 
University, has Been asked to 
resign, has refused and will no 
longer be connected with the 
university after Aug. 31, the 
Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert, S. J., 
university president, said today. 
In response to a question, 
Father Reinert said Dr. Tumul- 
ty’s contract would expire Aug. 
31, end of the academic year, 
and that it would not be re- 
hewed. Cause of the decision, 
he said, is “certain administra- 
tive inegompatibilities.” 

Father Reinert’s full state- 
ment, on which he declined to 
elaborate, follows: 6 

“While St. Louis University is 
most appreciative of the good 
work accomplished by Dr. Philip 
A. Tumulty in organizing the 
instructional program of the de- 
partment of internal medicine 
during the past year, it (the uni- 
versity) regrets that certain 
administrative incompatibilities 
have arisen which have made it 


1 seem wise that the university 


seek a replacement. 

“This decision in no way im- 
plies a change in the objectives 
of the program in the depart- 
ment of‘internal medicine.” 

The dispute, reported to con- 
cern the number of beds al- 
lotted Dr. Tumulty’s charity pa- 
tients at Firmin Desloge Hos- 
pital, took place before he and 
his family left for a vacation at 
Wrightsville Beach, N.C. 

Dr. Tumulty, reached by tele- 
phone, confirmed the fact that 
the question of beds for charity 
patients was part of the dispute. 

“That’s not the whole story 
by a long shot,” he said, promis- 
ing a fuller statement later. 
“Many important principles are 
involved. On the part of the 
university there was about as 
miserable a performance as any- 
thing you ever heard of.” 

Questioned on the length of 
his contract, Dr. Tumulty de- 
clared that it has 24 more years 
to run, until he reaches the age 
of 65 


Appointment of Dr. Tumulty 
as full-time director of the de- 
partment was announced Dec.

His first wife, who died in 
1944, was Miriam Marsh, daugh- 
ter of the late Wilbur Marsh of 
Iowa, who had served ag treasur- 
er of the Democratic National 
Committee during the 1916 and 
1920 presidential campaigns. 

During Judge Clarks two 
terms in the Senate, from 1933 
to 1945, he was known as an 
outspoken Democratic critic of 
the Roosevelt New Deal. Follow- 
ing his defeat for re-nomination 
by former Missouri Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick, he was 
named to the appellate bench 
by former President Truman, 


Proudest Accomplishment. 

Of all his accomplishments 
during a long political career, 
Judge Clark was proudest of his 
chairmanship of the rules com- 
mittee of the Democratic n&tion- 
al convention in 1936 which 
abolished the two-thirds rule re- 
quirement for Democratic presi- 
dential nominations. 

His father, Champ Clark of 
Bowling Green, a Speaker of 
the House, had been defeated 


for the nomination Woodrow 


Wilson at 1912 Baltimore con- 
vention, after the Missourian had 
received a majority vote of the 
delegates. Judge Clark was con- 
vinced his father would have 
been President if there had been 
no two-thirds rule at the time. 
He never forgave William Jen- 
nings Bryan for switching his 


support to Wilson. 

Born in a political family at 
Bowling Green, Mo., Judge 
Clark became a precinct worker 
at the age of 14. He was parlia- 
mentarian of the House from 
1913 to 1917, and was intimately 
acquainted with most national 


Judge Clark beat the power- 
ful Democratic Pendergast ma- 
chine in Kansas City, in a three- 
cornered primary battle, to win 
his party's sepatorial nomina- 
tion in 1932. His opponents 
were Charles M. Howell, the 
Pendergast candidate, and 
Charles M. Hay of St. Louis, the 
Democrats’ unsuccesful sena- 
torial nominee in 1928, who was

STEVENSON VOICES APPROVAL

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH Governors vs. President 


State governors chose a poor battleground in 
eriticizing President Eisenhower's highway poll 
cy. Highway construction is and always has been 
an area proper to federal-state co-operation. It 
is not a place for a fight. 

This year the Administration successfully in- 
creased federal aid to highways to nearly a bil- 
lion dollars, And in his message to the annual 
Governors’ Conference at Bolton Landing, N. v., 
Mr. Eisenhower suggested that the nation could 
spend 50 billions to meet highway needs by 1970. 

The states and their governors might be ex- 
pected to welcome the prospect of increased fed- 
eral aid which they seldom hefitate to seek. But 
not in this case. 

Gov. John S. Fine of Pennsylvania and an- 
other Republican, Gov. Goodwin Knight of Cali- 
fornia, led the criticism of the federal-aid high- 
way program, how based on matching funds with 
the states. The Governors demanded that the 
Federal Government abandon ‘motor fuel and 
vehicle taxes and all control over highways. 

This is not, however, an argument principally 
about control of highway building. For the states 


already enjoy the largest measure of control. 


They bulld the highways, subject only to ap- 
proval of plans by the Federal Bureau of Roads. 

The argument is really about who gets the 
luscious field of highway taxation. The states want 
the Government to surrender all the gas tax and 
similar levies to them, which would eliminate 
the national Government's role in road building. 
And there are three good reasons why that 
should not happen: 

One is that the states have a spotty record on 
road building. Some, like Missouri, have done 
well. Too many others have done badly and have 
diverted their own highway revenue to other 
than highway purposes. Is there any assurance 
short of some federal check that if they had 
more money they would use it wisely? 

Secondly, if the states built all the highways, 
would the nation even have a national highway 
system? The nation has to have a co-ordinated 
highway network to carry interstate commerce. 
Highways have become even more important 
to national defense. In both respects the high- 
way system has to be federal, and how can 48 
states create such a system? It can’t be done. 

Finally, there is a subsidiary but important 
reason for federal interest in highways. Road- 
building is a major public work. When the na- 
tional economy needs the assistance of such pub- 
lic works, only the Federal Government ¢an 
properly determine the amotint and the timing. 

President Eisenhower has generally been as 
favorable to state rights as the governors of the 
states. But a state-rights highway is as ridicu- 
lous as a state-rights river or railroad. The na- 
tion needs a national highway system and fed- 
eral taxes sufficient to provide it.

With more land blowing than in the '30s—12,000,000 acres— 
farmers must learn how to farm southern high plains; most 
wheatlands, deep, hard and flat, are good under simple care; 
but thinner, sloping, drier or sandy soils need speciat handling.

In 1964 we have two dust bowls to 
shame us instead of one. The marginal 
soils of the southwestern plains, 
brought under the plow during the 


wartime boom, are now well on the 


way to complete breakdown: 

} drifts have already derailed 
at least one train; clouds of dust, blow- 
ing across highways, have caused séri- 
ous automobile accidents. 

It is easy to blame this distressing 
situation on drouth, but that is not the 
real explanation. Drouth is a normal 
feature of climate on the southern 
Great Plains. 

The blame falls not on the elements, 
but on our refusal to adapt to them. 

The first full-fledged dust bowl to 
appear after the lull of the 1940s 
developed on the loose sands south 
and west of Lubbock, Tex. Close on 
its heels came a dramatically sudden 
outbreak on the hard, shallow soils of 
southeastern Colorado. 

The annual count of dust storms at 
Goodwell, Okla., shows what has been 
happening, Until 1950 there were about 
six storms per year, all comparatively 
mild. Two out of thrée came from 
the west Texas area. After that both 
the total number and the proportion 
coming from the northwest increased. 

In 1952 six out of 11 dust 


storms 
came from the northwest; in 1983, - 


17 out of 41. This year 21 out of 29 
had blown in from the Colorado area 
by the end of May.
